There is in fact a good deal of 

teason {to suppose that Sadat 
would like peace, but that he does 
nal want, or feels he eannot af- 
ford to pay the price in conditions 
thal Israel is asking. To pay this 
price would make it clear to the 
other Arab states that this peacc 
is in fact intended to be perman- 
ent as far as anyone can tell now. 
That it is not just a ruse to get 
Israel off the Canal and then out 
of Sinai, after which it would be 
time to deal with what is referred 
to as “the rights of the Palestin- 
ians,” a euphemism for the dis- 
membermient of pre-1967 Israel. 
_ Sadat may not really be think- 
ing that far. He might be satisfied 
lo have the Canal operating and 
Sinai empty when there are no 
Egyplian tanks in it. But the 
other is what he tells his own 
peaple, and the people of the Gaza 
Strip, fur instance. A year ago, 
the Gazans believed Egypt would 
nol come back, and began to 
weave links and contacts with the 
West Bank. Now _the word has 
gone out that Egypt will be 
back after all, that. the U.S. has 
promised it, never mind if they 
suspeet it’s nol precisely true. 
They have lost their interest in 
the West Bank notables and the 
terrorists can murder freely those 
who do not help them or go to 
work in Israel. The neighbours 
are blind and mule, and 806 
nothing until they actually stumble 
over ἃ dead body. 


Defeat for Israel 


ν [HE dilemma now emerges quite 

elenrly. Sadat might accept 
peace, but only If it is linked with 
ἃ resounding defeat for Israel, 
even a political defeat. With her 
forces turned helter-skelter out of 
alt of Sinai; Sharm ¢-Sheikb pro- 
tected by ao pale bluc flag and 
maybe 12 Swedish soldiers who 
find the heat troublesomo; the 
West Bank opened to terrorists 
and perhaps Syrian guns back in 
their old black emplacements over- 
looking the smooth waters of the 
Kinneret and soldiers trampling 
down the fine wheat fields. (“Of 
course they're wonderful. The 
Innd's been lying fallow for 20 
ears, There's never been ony- 
hink Ilke it," say the people up 
there.) 


On such conditions, Sadat might 
accept peace, at least for a while. 
Or until he was replaced by a 
younger, more belligerent spirit, 


who knew only that the Egyp- ¢ 


tian defeat of 1967 was wiped 
out by the Israeli defeat of 1971. 

Four years ago, in the shock of 
the aftermath of the war, 
such a withdrawal was of- 
fered in exchange of peace, and 
it might have been possible. But 


Egypt could not take the step ΓΕ 


then. 


that the powers would come to 
his rescue as they did in 1956; in 
part he dreamt of revenge. Even 
today, Libya’s Gaddafi says the 
only thing that matters is 
“honour,” that is, a military vic- 
tory over Israel, and that the 
borders are less important. They 
are not his borders, of course, and 
Gaddafi is an over-optimistic 28 
and hes never fought against 
Israel. At that age Nasser also 
planned vengeance. 

But Sadat is middle-aged and 
more sedate, and is willing to take 
his vengeance sccond-hand, from 
Secretary of State Rogers. Still it 
muslL be vengeance, something 
done against Israel's will, and not 
by agreement, Agreement would 
ruin tho whole plan. 


Dayan’s suggestion 


(THERE is an interesting point 
about the Canal.

The obvious conclusion is that 
the time is not ripe, or not quite 
ripe for progress. Mr. Rogers came 
to the State Department from the 
domain of business, where the 
man who risks most is likely to 
gain most; and if he miscalculates 
It fs after all only money that is 
lost, and not lives, not the security 
of a whole small world.

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BENVENISTI AND THE 


PLAN FOR JERUSALEM 


In the four years since Jerusalem was re-united Meron Benvenisti has been in 
charge of East Jerusalem affairs. Last week, following publication of a news- 
paper article, Benvenisti found the door to his apartment painted with the 
word “Traitor.” The fire had been aroused by parts of a plan for Jerusalem he 


worked out in 1968. 


It was designed for peace “like between France and 


Switzerland.” Such peace may still take years, Benvenisti thinks. Meanwhile, 
the plan is out of date ABRAHAM RA BINOVICH reports. 


: 


"THE article in “Masriv" 10 
days ago was an exposé in 
the classic style. On top of the 
front page of the afternoon tab- 
Ἰοϊᾷ was the_headline wArgposal 
to Establish Separate Arab Muni- 
cipality in Hast Jerusalem — Un- 
der Jordanian Sovereignty.” 
The author of the article, par- 
liamentary correspondent Yeho- 
shua Bitzur — declared in his 
lead paragraph that the proposal 
was contained in αὶ secret me- 
morandum submitted by Meron 
Benvenisti to the Foreign Minis- 
try. “In this memorandum,” Bi- 
tzur continued, “he (Benvenisti) 
suggests in effect to redivide the 
city again into a Jewish-Israeli 
Municipality and an Arab-Jordan- 
ian Municipality, more or less 
along the lines of the previous 
border before the war.” 


The intended result was not slow 
in coming. The phone at Benvenlstl’s 
apartment rang often = during 
the next few days and repeatedly 
with anonymous murder threats. The 
word “Boged™ (traitor) was apray 
painted in large letters on his apart- 
ment house entrance and his own 
door. Benvenistl’s opponents within 
the coalition on the Municipal 
Counctt called for his resignation. 
The opposition party called for new 
elections, 


Meanwhile, however, a chink or 
two were beginning to appear in 
the original story. ἃ claim by 
Mr. Benvenisti that the memo- 
randum in question was three 
ears old was confirmed by the 

reign Ministry spokesman who 
pointed out that it had been 
solicited by the Ministry as part 
of a series of contingency stu- 
dies being meade at the time. 

More significant was Mr. Ben- 
venisti’s claim that the original 
article, as well as a follow-u 
article the next day by Mr. Bi- 
tzur, Were gross distortions of 
the memorandum. Last Friday, the 
acting editor of “Maariy" confirm- 
ed in effect that Mr. Bitzur had 
made some mistakes “The 
complete document lies before 
me now," wrote Mr. Shalom Ro- 
senfeld, "and 1 can testify that 
Mr. Benvenisti does not recom- 
mend redividing the city of Je- 
rusalem between Israeli and Jor- 
danian sovereignty.” 

The leakage of the memoran- 
dum was a patent attempt to 
block Mr. Benveniati’s appoint- 
ment as a deputy mayor in 
charge of long-range Plannin 
for the city. ft is not denied thal 
the publication was intended to 
head off the appointment, The

BENVENISTI is an outspoken 
waaverick who has a casual 
attitude towards party discipline.

Q: Do you feel that we're out- 
classed in missiles?

Sympathetic to Ike 


‘Krock'sa references to the Hisen- 
hower Presidency are more sympa- 
thetic than is now fashionable. 
‘America, ‘Krock claims, both want- 
ed and needed a progressive con- 
servotive endowed with Eisenhow- 
er's quailties — modesty, high in- 
telligence, Innate strength of cha- 
racter, warmth and generosity. 
Krock takes Isaue with portraits of 
the mythical Bisenhower — a not 
very bright, lazy administrator, ail 
too willing to delegate decislon- 
making to subordinates. In foreign 
policy, Krock malntains, Hisenhow- 
er amassod a first-rate record: For- 
mosa waa protected, the Korean 
‘War ended, Lebanon denied to anti- 
American forces, and stronger al- 
ances were developed with the 
German Federal Republic and 
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really wanted him to be ‘his auc- 
ecasor, 

The chapter on Kennedy sheds 
more ight on the family than on 
the President himself. Krock knew 
Joseph P, Kennedy, John’s father, 
well, amd he reveals the father’s 
ardent desire that one of his sons 
should become President. (Krock 
reports the senior Kennedy even 


“entertained hopes that he himeelf 


would be elected to the post.) 
Krock drawa the John Kenmedy 
he knew aa en intelligent and grace- 
ful youth, deeply interested in 
all aorta of information, perhaps a 
would-be teacher of history of po- 
litical aclence, He reminds ua that 
John in his maiden Senate speech, 
discussed the plight of the Franch 
in Indo-China, yet in his Presidency 
he made the firat substantial com- 
mitment of American troops in 
Vietnam, Although Kennedy pub- 
licly defined the so-called domino 
theory, Krock contends that in pri- 
vate the President did not subscribe 
to It because of his hellef that a 
China with nuclear weapons would 
dominate all of Southenst Asia. 
There are some Interesting refe- 
rences to Bobby — the Kennedy 
with the most intensity. rock cre- 
dits his dynamic activism, but ta 
erltical of Bobby for thinking of 
the Presidency as a “family fief," 
‘Lyndon Johnson receives a mix- 
ed verdict from Krock. He por 
trays him os a hard-working Pre- 
sident, but crafty and childish, an- 
xloug and frustrated. Johnson's orl- 
ginal problem was competing with 
the ‘Kennedy legend (note that 
Krock doea not give Kennedy great 
plaudits, although he acknowledges 
he wag "ascending" to historical 
heights). One «sad scene shows 
Johnson surrounded by a host of 
electronic gadgets ond contacting 
subordinates unnecessarily in an 
effort to holster his self-assurance. 


L.B.3.’s promises 


Krock attacks Johnson for more 
“reckleyg deficit spending” than any 
of hig White House predecessors. He 
writes that Johnson made too many 
promises, especially on the Negro is- 
sue (Crock gays Johnson ucknowled- 
ged this mistake), in the belief that 
Nirvana was just over the horlzon. 
Negro extremism, Krock holds, is 
the price of Black disillusionment. 

There 1s no separate treatment of 
Richard Nixon, but passing refe- 
tenceas indicate that Krook clearly 
Β608 him as intelligent, “thought- 
ful and well Informed,” and aa 
having a rate ability to weigh 
objectively political problems Ip 
which he is personally involved. 

Tn addition to Krock’s descrip- 
tions of Presidents he covered, some 
reference should be made to Krock 
himself and the world he knew. 
Born to gentle but not wealthy 
Jewish parenta in Kentucky 
(Krock is a declared agnostic), he 
Tose ¢o become a leading member of 
the U.S, -“Hsatablishment.” Beginning 
his journalism career in Kentucky, 
he moved to the “New York World.” 
Krock describes . his associates 
there: Pulitzer, Lippmana, Swope. 
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Moving to “The Times,” Krock 
misaes the close cameraderie of the 
“World” and its floating poker 
game. Adolph Ochs of “The Times” 
is sympathetically sketched: he was 
even prepared to help the ‘World” 
say alive despite the oiroulation 
gaing {ts demise would inean for 
“The Times.” Itrock refers to cer- 
tain of hig colleagues on “The 
Times," although his references 
Jack the colour and descriptions of 
in-fighting marking, for instance 
Gay Talese’s “The Power and the 
Glory." 

Having known 80 many 20th-Cen- 
tury makera of history, Krock is 
depressed by evolving trends. On 
the one hand there is New York 
in the opening decades of the cen- 
ΣΎ: 

“Taxicabs wera available. Head- 
waiters and their minions were po- 
lite. The people... showed few traces 
of the cancerous urban malateo 
that now Infecta the city. And 
both womon and men could walk 
the streets or stroll in Central Park 
at- night without looking fearfully 
over their shoulders and with cer 
tainty that the police and the 
courts would deal swiftly and ef- 
fectively withany violation of laws 
against tho person.” 

At the end of his journalistic 
tenure, Krock secs a country 
drought to ruin by Ubcrals, Streeta 
are ungafe, self-reliance ia in sharp 
decline and = ilcentiousness domi- 
nates Ilterary and personal life. The 
press of America, he urgues, echo- 
ing Vice-President Agnow, la “do- 
minantly leftist.” Organized labour 
has “shackled the free enterprise 
syatem, and strikes are the order of 
the day. The American economy 
“dangles perilousiy" og ἃ reault of 
huge deflelt sponding. 

Because an alliance of special 
Interests controls the government, 
Krock writes, Americans correctly 
havo less ond loss falth in the 
“integrity” of what the government 
does. ‘A “Judicial autocracy" has 
become the prime foree in trans- 
forming the country into a “mags 
democracy," in which publle and 
private property rights are Increas- 
ingly violated. I"inally, in foreign po-~ 
licy the United Nationa haa not 
fulfilled tha hopes of the post- 
‘World War II era. Krock attacks 
U.S. participation In the Vietnam 
War as 8. mistaken hellef that peo- 
plo can be made to “love” the 
Amertcan democratic system. 
(However, he criticlzes Johnson for 
not pursuing the war more vigo- 
rousiy. Apparently, Krock'a think- 
ing is that a war should not be 
fought with gradualism, but to 
win.) 

Althdugh theae views mark 
Krock as a conservative, his Pre- 
aidential portraits are fair. Inte- 
restingly, conservatives today are 

the only achool sharing

ININA'S brother, enraged that his 
sister dared continue to go to 
achool and to work after he had for- 
bidden It, burned all her clothes, 
took her money, beat her and threw 
her out of the house with nothing 
but what she was wearing. 

Pnina, 16, 1s one of more than 3,000 
girls receiving vocational training 
through the Ploneer Women- 
Working Women's Council, She is 
studying hairdressing, together with 
600 of the girls In Wizo vocational 
schools, Puina works five days a 
week in a beauty shop, carning 
between ILSO0 and 0.100 a month 
as 8 reguiar apprentice and 
spends onc day at school learn- 
ing the trade and basic academic 
subjects. Her brother objected to the 
long hours in the beauty shop and 
most of all to her new-found inde- 
Pendence. When persuasion and 
threats didn’t work, he exerted his 
authority in the only way he knew. 

Pnina arrived at school in tears 
and went to the principal What 
should she do? She had no clothes 
other than those she was wearing, 
mo money and worst of all was 
afraid to go home because of her 
brother. The principal was sorry, 
but not really surprised at what head 
happened. Pnina's confrontation 
with her brother was only 2 symp- 
tom of the conflict which the Moct- 
zet Hapolot’s vocational training 
programme tries to resalve; the in- 
compatability between the various 
disadvantaged environments from 
which these pupils come and the 
new world of independence, which 
the programme tries to provide. 

The principal of Pnina's school 
immediately turned the problem 
over to the educational adviser, a 
woman tralned for auch emergen- 
eles. She went te Pnina's home but 
found no one there except PFnina's 
widowed mother who sald she her- 
self wag afraid of her eldest zon.

Since her husband's death, he sup- 
ported her and the elght younger 
children and ran the family’s affairs 
with an iron hand. 

After several visits to the home 
the gamo day, the cducational advi- 
ser finally found the brother. It was 
already one o'clock the following 
morning and the brother was 80 in- 
pressed by the visit that he listencd 
to every word. In the end, he ag- 
teed to let his sister remain at 
school and promised to give her mo- 
ney to buy new clothes. 

Pnina may be saved from the vi- 
cious cycle of poverty and depen- 
dence in which her mother lives. But 
this was but one skirmish in a long, 
difficult and on-golng war against 
traditions and cultural pattérns 
which are not easily destroyed. 

“Unfortunately, many of our 
schools are limited to and 
hairdressing,” explained Hettic Baer, 
head of the programme, “but we do 
offer some courses in other fashion 
trades, such ae cutting, designing or 
Modciling, and in photography, sales 
work, child care, dentai technology, 
hotel trades and agriculture. We are 
always looking for new trades but 
ta diffeult with girls whoae school 
achievement Is very limited. 

The primary purpose of the train- 
Ing {s to teach the girls a trade by 
which they can support themselves 
independenty, but this ls not the only 
sim. ‘The school programme also 
trles to teach the girls to value 
work, to be good citizens and to par- 
ticipate in the working women's 
movement. Girls learn basic hygiene 
and housekeeping skills and hear 
lectures on current evénta, 

“The girls who come to our schools 
have up till now been failures," Mi- 
riam Flidel, principat of one of these 
vocational high schools in Jaffa, ex- 
Plains. “They falfed in elementary 
achool because they couldn't learn 
even the most basic skilla of arith- 
mettc and spelling. Thelr home en- 
vironments teach them to let their 
father or brother do all the thinking 
and dealding for them. 


“Every year at registration time I 
face a dilemma," Mrs. Fiidel went 
on. "Whom should 1 accept and 
whom should I turn away? Our de- 
mands are modest — we expect 
the pupils to attend regularly, to 
come to school on time, to dresg pro- 
perly and to do the small amount 
of homework we ask of them, But 
even that Js too much for many of 
the girls. But if I don't take a girl, 
or {f she drops out, where will she 
go — to scrub floors, or maybe to 
Prostitution or some crimina) 
way of earning money? Yet we must 
have some kinds of standards. The 
problem is, how to run an Inatitu- 
tion for girls who aren't sulted to an 
institutional framework...
